The following speech was presented by Seth Johnson, Executive 
Secretary-Treasurer of the American Guernsey Association, at the 
annual meeting. 


met at the World Guernsey Conference in Louisville, you have 

been served by three executive secretaries. I would like to take a 
moment before I begin my report to recognize Dave Cochard for his 
six months of service in that position. He logged many more miles 
than I am sure he or Linda would have liked and provided much needed 
support and direction for the latter half of 1998. 

I have been in the position as your executive secretary for six months 
now. I have spent that time learning the ropes and contemplating the 
position of the Guernsey cow in today’s dairy industry. 

1998 was a modest success by several measures. Registrations fell 
two percent to 6,301, the smallest change the breed has seen in many 
years. Transfers fell just one percent to 2,659 indicating that there is 
still a strong demand for our cattle. 1999 has gotten off to a stronger 
start than 1998 for both registrations and transfers. You will see a 
renewed emphasis from your national office in the coming months to 
promote registrations and to put more value back into registered Guern- 


t has been an extremely eventful year for the AGA. Since we last 


seys. 

Perhaps the most exciting news that you will receive here today, if 
you can consider financial reports exciting, is the bottom line for the 
AGA in 1998. Due largely to the successes of Purebred Publishing, 
the AGA saw a positive return of $22,960. Over $15,000 of this 
surplus came from Purebred Publishing activities. It is gratifying to 
see a return of this magnitude so soon after the AGA made its initial 
investment to branch out into the publishing business. The Purebred 
staff has worked hard to produce a variety of promotional materials 
as well as breed publications and newsletters. 

The AGA itself had a positive return of over $7,000. This shows 
that your board has made decisions that have allowed the AGA to live 
within its means while still providing a variety of essential programs 
and services to its members. 

Your board of directors has made a decision to purchase a new 
computer program that will enable us to continue to provide efficient 
services into the next century. As the registered dairy cattle market 
grows ever smaller, the AGA must continually evaluate the services it 
provides and how it can become more efficient. Our joint appraisal 
program with the Brown Swiss Breeders’ Association has allowed us 
to continue to provide appraisal services more efficiently. In the near 
future, your directors will have to consider possibilities for working 
more closely with the other dairy breeds in other areas as well. Whether 
it be sharing a computer system, an office or even staff. 

It is certainly past time to begin thinking outside the lines and past 
the traditional breed association structures. 

Your association is functionally and financially sound. We then 
must consider what we all must do for the cow that we serve and has 
served us so well. 

The ability of the Guernsey cow to prosper in the new century will 
be contingent on her ability to function in a commercial environment.

The Promotional and Information Com- 
mittee consists of John Morrow, Dave 
Cochard and Linda Madsen. 

The continued success of Purebred Pub- 
lishing was discussed. Subscription and ad- 
vertising statistics for the Journal were com- 
pared from 1992-1999. 

References were made regarding the new 
promotional material which has been up- 
dated and is now available. Requests for 
ideas were made for the designing a new 
Guernsey booth to be readied for the World 
Dairy Expo. Goals were discussed for 
Guernsey marketing targets, the discussions 


included targeting markets outside of 


Guernsey publications. Reaching rural ar- 
eas of the country will be targeted to famil- 
iarize these areas with the attributes unique 
to Guernsey cattle. Goals included focus- 
ing on more profit with Guernseys because 
of grazing efficiency, high components, dis- 
ease resistance and successes with farms 
producing milk for specialty cheese and ice 
cream. 

The Show Committee met and reported 
to the Promotion Committee. The national 
show judges were announced. It was re- 
quested that the regional and local shows 
be responsiible for the accurate reporting 
of class placements. It was approved that 
8-year-olds will be allowed to show cattle, 
in national shows. However, the final deci- 
sion would be with the show management. 

The Youth Committee met and reported 
to the Promotion Committee. The lease 
agreement was discussed and it was reported 
that some lease agreements had arrived at 
the American Guernsey Association office. 
It was approved that a public speaking con- 
test would be included in the youth program 
and become a part of the National Guern- 
sey Queen contest. 


Marketing Committee Report 

Marketing Committee Chairman Dr. 
John O. Mozier of Stanley, Kansas, gave 
the following report to the membership. 

Mr. Chairman, American Guernsey As- 
sociation staff, fellow Guernsey breeders 
and guests, I am pleased to present the Mar- 
keting Committee report. Members of the 
committee are Clark Vilter, Peter Coon, Ed 
Watson, Dave Cochard and myself. 

First, I would like to comment on the ac-

tivities of Guernsey Marketing Service 
(GMS). GMS expects to manage or co-man- 
age three consignment sales in 1999, and 
has completed catalogs for three additional 
sales. GMS has also assisted in a number 
of private treaty sales. There has been no 
dispersals managed to date, indicating that 
breeders are continuing their Guernsey op- 
erations. This has resulted in fewer Guern- 
seys being offered at public auctions. 

On a positive note, the demand for Guern- 
seys has far exceeded the supply. On the 
other hand, this shortfall has resulted in 
potential buyers going elsewhere (to other 
breeds) to meet their needs. Our challenge 
is to make more Guernseys available to the 
public. This no doubt means we should be 
flushing more of our best cows. And, inci- 
dentally, we believe the prices obtained for 
registered Guernseys should exceed the 
price of grade Holsteins! 

In board action taken this week, it was 
decided that all syndicated bulls sold 
through GMS will be at least nine months 
of age at the time of sale. This is to reduce 
the lag time between sale of shares in the 
bull and the date semen is available to syn- 
dicated members. It was also decided that 
the buyers of all cattle sold at private treaty 
through GMS be informed as to whether or 
not the animals have been tested for Johnes 
disease. This is already a board policy that 
cattle sold at GMS-managed or co-managed 
public sales are tested for Johnes unless the 
animals are Johnes vaccinated. 

Next I would like to report on the activi- 
ties of the Golden Guernsey Committee. 
Since the last national convention, one ad- 
ditional study has been conducted by Dr. 
Lance Phillips through funding provided by 
the Guernsey Foundation. The objective of 
this study was to make a whipped topping 
that utilized the foaming properties of 
Guernsey milk products which were sub- 
stituted for sodium cascinate. This objec- 
tive was accomplished. 

A number of contacts have been made 
with processors and distributors of whey 
protein concentrate (WPC), milk protein 
concentrate (MPC) and non-fat dry milk 
(NFDM) concerning the foaming properties 
of Guernsey milk products. There is defi- 
nite interest by this industry. Next month, 
Dr. Phillips will be attending the annual 
meeting of the Institute of Food Technol- 
ogy where he will be presenting the research 
data completed to date on Guernsey milk. 
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This should generate further interest. 
For those of you who attended the mar- 


keting seminar yesterday, you are aware of 


the success of Mr. Jonathan White of New 
York in producing and marketing a variety 
of cheese, yogurt and butter made from 100 
percent Guernsey milk. He has used Hol- 
stein milk in the past and has found that 
Guernsey milk produces a superior prod- 
uct. The committee will be working with 
Mr. White in adding the Golden Guernsey 
mark to these products. It is clear that supe- 
rior products can be made from Guernsey 
milk. The Golden Guernsey committee 
stands ready to assist anyone wishing to 
pursue the processing, marketing and pro- 
motion of Golden Guernsey products. 

Mr. Chairman, I move that the Market- 
ing Committee report be accepted.

Records Committee 

Records Committee Chairman Clark 
Vilter of Hartland, Wisconsin, gave the fol- 
lowing report to the membership. 

The committee members are Linda 
Madsen, John Mozier, Seth Spencer, Ed 
Watson and myself. Last year, we had a posi- 
tive year. The appraisal program is doing 
well. Last year 5,568 cows were appraised, 
and total registrations ran very close. We 
also saw a 25 herd and almost a 1,000 cow 
increase in the Guernsey breed. 

The committee approved 26 new annual 
memberships and 18 lifetime memberships. 

Other actions from the committee in- 
cluded a change concerning genetic recov- 
ery guidelines. A motion was made and 
passed to now require one color photograph 
of the original animal being registered. 

The merger of Lake Central, Mid-Atlan- 
tic and Western Young Sire Groups form- 
ing the United Guernsey Genetics was also 
discussed. 

With the purchase of the new computer 
system, we are actively pursuing joint com- 
puter work with other breeds.

Coon of Amenia, New York, gave the fol- 
lowing report to the membership. 

TheFinance Committee consists of my- 
self, Seth Spencer and John Morrow.

would just like to point out a few things on 
the financial statement. At the end of 1997, 
the association suffered a $109,979 loss, but 
at the end of 1998, the association recorded 
a net income of $22,960. Liabilities 
dropped, and there was an increase in re- 
stricted funds. Under revenues, herd regis- 
try, performance programs and appraisal are 
the staple of our income in addition to Pure- 
bred Publishing. 

The Finance Committee decided to allow 
the staff of American Guernsey Association 
to hire legal assistance to get payoff for out- 
standing bills. In other changes, the Pure- 
bred Publishing bookkeeping was separated 
from the American Guernsey Association. 

In 1999, we have budgeted a positive cash 
flow for the year with a net loss of $5,000. 
The board is committed to making the 
American Guernsey Association a finan- 
cially sound organization with the resources 
to promote and improve the Guernsey breed.

Guernsey Foundation officer Dan Brubaker 
of Harrisonburg, Virginia, gave the follow- 
ing report to the membership. 

It is my pleasure to give the Guernsey 
Foundation report at the annual meeting of 
the American Guernsey Association this 
morning. The committee consists of chair- 
man Myron Erdman, Ernest Berousek and 
myself. 

Ernie was not able to be with us; how- 
ever, I did talk with him this morning. He is 
doing fairly well and is able to be out and 
about. He is working with the University of 
Colorado and a privately owned research 
team on sexed semen. They have 700 ani- 
mals bred and are waiting the arrival of 
heifer calves. 

The committee reviewed our financial 
statement and found that the foundation has 
$300,000 invested in U.S. Treasury Bills 
and $26,750 in the checking and savings 


accounts. The foundation received $11,400 
in interest for the year. Due to come in later 


to the foundation is a contribution of 


$25,000 from the Kenneth Peake Estate. 

The committee received the report on 
analysis of herd life and type traits in Guern- 
sey dairy cattle. This information will all 
go to the Type Committee.

Outstanding Young Farmer 

The winner of the Outstanding Young 
Farmer Award and recipient of the Eugene 
Harding Memorial award is the team of Tom 
and Dan Ripley of Cortland, New York. The 
brothers’ career in Guernsey breeding be- 
gan at the ages of four and five as calf feed- 
ers. They said that these responsibilities at 
such a young age taught them to love the 
Guernsey cow. Often, for their hard work, 
their father, Roland, would give them a calf 
or two a year. Now, the brothers are equal 
one-third partners on Ripley Farms with 
their father. This partnership began in 1985, 
when the family purchased a 60-cow tie stall 
barn. Soon, another barn was purchased 
when the herd grew to 140 cows. But, a 
major case of Johnes hit the herd in 1990, 
killing many of the cattle and erasing many 
cow families. With the help of University 


of Cornell, the brothers worked to reduce 
the spread of the disease by building a 
seperate calf barn to keep them away from 
the cow barn. In 1993, the Ripleys built a 
300 cow free-stall barn and parlor. Tom and 
Dan helped design and build the new barns, 
and saved over $200,000 in labor costs and 
design by doing the work themselves. 
Tom and Dan were active as American 
Guernsey Association youth. Tom received 
the National Outstanding Guernsey Youth 
Award in 1988. In 1987, Dan was awarded 
with a National Junior Gold Star Breeder 
Award and was a National Outstanding 
Guernsey Youth finalist in 1990. 


Tom and Dan’s goals for the future of 


Ripley Farms include expansion of the herd 
200 head and to increase the rolling herd 
average by 500 to 700 pounds per year. They 


would also like to pursue the marketing of 


milk and ice cream under the Golden Guern- 
sey name. 


Truman Weaver, pictured with his wife 
Elnora, their children and grandchildren, 
was presented with the 1999 Master 
Breeder Award. 


Master Breeder Award 
Truman Weaver of Goshen, Indiana, was 
honored at the American Guernsey 
Association’s annual meeting as the 1999 
Master Breeder. The following was pre- 


sented by Jerry Emerich at the meeting. 
This year’s Master Breeder recipient is 
the second generation Master Breeder from 
Yellow Creek Farm. Yellow Creek was 
started in 1931 by Truman Weaver’s par- 
ents, Oscar and Bessie Weaver. After 
Truman’s marriage to his wife, Elnora, he 
became a partner with his father in 1959. 


Vhen Oscar retired in 1977, Truman took 


over sole possession of the 50-cow herd. In 
recent years, Lonnie, the middle of Truman 
and Elnora’s three sons, along with his wife, 
Lisa, have formed yet another partnership 
which will ensure the continuation of Yel- 
low Creek Farm far into the next millen- 
nium. 

With us today are two of Truman and 
Elnora’s three sons and their families. Their 
oldest son, Burnell, his wife Shanda and 
their two children, Colette and Matthew, 
were not able to attend today. Burnell owns 
Yellow Creek Gravel Service, which is lo- 
cated near the home farm. Next is Lonnie 
and his wife Lisa, with their children, Jor- 
dan, Scott, Lorae and Brooke. Their young- 
est son is Murray who is with his wife, - Gail 
They live in Niles, Michigan, and Murray 
is a music teacher at Penn High School in 
Mishawaka, Indiana. 

The philosophy at Yellow Creek over the 
years has been a simple one. First was to 
provide a living and a way of life for a grow- 
ing family. One could say that Yellow Creel 
is a special way of life, where the teaching 
of faith and values is of utmost importance.

Yes, 
the goal at Yellow Creek has not changed 
over the years, to breed and develop high 
production genetics that can sustain profit- 
ability over many years. From a beginning 
of intense line-breeding of “Butterfat” 
bloodlines, surfaced the great sires, Yellow 
Creek Jewel Supreme, Yellow Creek S For- 
tune and Yellow Creek Noble Chief 9, the 
maternal grandsire of Kellogg Minnies 


Choice. These bloodlines left a pattern of 


high fat and milk production combined with 
sound type. In the late 1970s, a home-bred 


bull, Yellow Creek Prince Noble (out of 


Noble D Dora, an EX Noble Chief with 
183,000M lifetime) sired a phenomenal 
group of daughters who are the foundation 
of today’s herd. Truman then utilized the 
best production and type sires available to 
continue improving the herd with Choice 
Fayette, several Top Hornet sons and NP 
King leaving a lasting influence. 

In the 1980s, two cow families surfaced 
that continue to have an impact on the herd 
and the breed through their sons and daugh- 
ters. Yellow Creek Choice Blossom (EX- 
92-GSD), a choice from an EX Prince 
Noble, broke the world’s production record 
in 1984 and lived to over 13 years of age 
with 205,000M lifetime. She left six sons 
in A.I. and three Excellent daughters. Pleas- 
ant Hill Choice Caramel (EX-90-GSD) was 
brought into the herd in the early 1980s from 


Maine. “Caramel” lived to 14 years of age 
with 213,000M lifetime. Before leaving 
Maine, she calved with Oaklands Mercury, 
who now has many high PTI sons. At Yel- 
low Creek, her most famous son was Fayette 
Caleb, at one time the breed’s high PTI sire. 
On the May 1999 sire summary, Yellow 
Creek M Cooper (a paternal grandson and 
a maternal great grandson) ranks near the 
top of the breed. 

Over the years, Yellow Creek has placed 
72 sires in A.I. (21 since 1977), produced 
124 national class leader records (60 since 
1977) and bred or developed seven cows 
with over 175,000M lifetime. The herd has 
been appraised 47 times with 109 Excel- 
lent cows in total (59 scoring EX since 
1977). Of the 109 Excellent-scored cows, 
51 were sired by Yellow Creek bulls. Yel- 
low Creek has been awarded the Gold Star 
Breeder Award 28 times and consistently 
ranks as one of the top production herds, 
within their herd size, year after year. 
Truman has diligently served the Guernsey 
breed, completing two terms as a national 
director and has served as chairman of the 
Type Committee for several years.

JOURNAL: With towns and cities grow- 
ing, urbanization has become a problem 
with some dairy farmers. Has your business 
felt the pressure of urbanization? 
LINDENHOF GUERNSEYS: We look at 
the positive side of urbanization, more op- 
portunities for education about farming, 
Guernseys and dairy products. We try to 
keep the farm looking neat and productive. 
ROCKING D ENTERPRISES: We have 
not necessarily experienced “urbanization” 
since the closest city with a population over 
10,000 is one and one-half hours away, but 
rather “suburbanization.” A lot of people 
are finding the Ozarks an attractive place to 
retire, given its climate, scenic features and 
low taxes. This has driven up the price of 
land as many of these retirees have visions 
of becoming hobby horse or beef farmers. 
This has also led to a shrinking of the farm 
supply infrastructure as that sector begins 
to focus more on lawnmowers than tractor 
parts. 


JOURNAL: What is currently affecting the 
milk prices in your area? 

LINDENHOF GUERNSEYS: Milk prices 
are no longer determined locally but nation- 
ally and internationally. Local production 


expenses are favorable for maximum out- 
put. Generally, soils and climate are great 
for dairying. We live in a solid mix of farms 
and small communities. 

ROCKING D ENTERPRISES: We’re 
told it’s overproduction. We market through 
DFA and are paid a premium for butterfat, 
protein, SCC and PIC. Current milk prices 
for us are $14.09 cwt., and the area average 
is $12.65 cwt. 


JOURNAL: What are you doing about any 
environmental restrictions or regulations in 
your area? Please explain the regulations. 
LINDENHOF GUERNSEYS: Lots of 
opportunities exist locally for improving our 
education about environmental issues. 
Common sense helps to avoid problems 
with ground, water or air pollution. 
ROCKING D ENTERPRISES: Because 
we are a small herd (milking 30), we have 
not had restrictions/regulations enforced 
upon us. However, since our goal is to milk 
between 50 and 75, we are taking steps now 
to be able to comply environmentally. We 
have signed up with USDA - Natural Re- 
sources Conservation Service’s EQIP pro- 
gram to install a manure/milking center 
waste lagoon. This, however, is a dual-

edged sword as all lagoon plans must be 
approved by the regulatory Missouri De- 
partment of Natural Resources, which may 
have been unaware of our existence previ- 
ously. We also expect to follow a plan to 
pump and spread the lagoon on our hay 
fields, as well as installing a rotational graz- 
ing system. 


JOURNAL: What problems will your busi- 
ness face over the next year? What steps 
are you taking to overcome them? 
LINDENHOF GUERNSEYS: We aim to 
become more efficient at producing more 
milk with less expenses. 

ROCKING D ENTERPRISES: Our situ- 
ation may be different from others because 
we have only been in the dairy business for 
five years. We bought a farm that had been 


a dairy in the *50s and 60s but was a beef 


farm with minimal maintenance in the *70s 
and ’80s. So, we are trying to improve build- 
ings, fences and fields, as well as build up 
our herd all at the same time. Progress is 
not as fast as we would like, and there are 
so many things that need immediate atten- 
tion, but there is not enough money to cover

can only imagine the doubt and uncertainty 
posed as we increase the red and white in a 
pasture of black and white,” Mattie said.

According to Glover, at the top of the list is 
the sweet and gentle disposition of the 
Guernsey cow. “In an old stanchion barn, 
this deserves to be at the top of the list,” 
Glover reflected. 
Financial Planning

A Family Operation 

“We have a small dairy in comparison 
to today’s volume-driven standards. We 
milk approximately 30 cows year round, 
half of them Holsteins and half Guernsey. 
We are the smallest pick-up on our hauler’s 
route. Our cows still know what dirt feels 
like between their toes and the dew in the 
morning grass,” Mattie explained of their 
farm. They raise all of their feed, from high- 
oil corn to their own processed soybean 
meal. “The cows have the best alfalfa and 
grass hay in the cold of winter and the same 
person milks them, twice a day, 365 days a 
year,” she said. “As a whole, we have come 
to agree that our 19 new Guernseys fit in 
here as though they have always belonged.” 

The Springers have also taken their new 
Guernseys to shows. “We have recently en- 
tered five heifers in four county fairs and 
have received top honors and lots of oohs 
and aahs,” Springer said. 
Guernsey Influences 

The Springers give credit to a few spe- 
cial people who made getting started with 
Guernseys a little easier: Dr. John Mozier 
for his friendship and heifers, Seth Johnson 
for helping them to breed better heifers, 
Dave Cochard for discussing genetic recov- 
ery with them, and Scott Messick, a CRI 
representative, for spreading the word. 

Springer Dairy is located 35 miles south 
of Kansas City. They row-crop 140 acres, 
rent 200 acres and have 60 acres of perma- 
nent pasture. The farm is operated by 
Glover, Linda, Clint, Mattie and Tiffiny 
Springer.

Therefore, we must continue to develop a 
cow that will last several lactations and pro- 
duce at a high level during that time. This, 
and only this, will ensure the future of the 
Guernsey breed. 

I think we can all agree on where the 


breed needs to go, yet we are not all sure of 


the proper way to get there. Should we 
chase production at all costs by using the 
highest indexing cows and bulls? This ap- 
proach has worked for some breeders. 
Should we concentrate only on longevity 
and type and try to manage for production? 
This too has benefited some of our higher 
profile breeders. However, I think that nei- 
ther extreme will provide the commercial 
dairy industry with what it is looking for. 
The breed needs a national breeding pro- 
gram that emphasizes both genetic diver- 
sity as well as a well-rounded animal that 
can milk and last. 

Development of a better cow will not 
necessarily ensure the expansion of the 
breed. The Guernsey breed needs to grow 
NOW. Ina GBJ article that has been dis- 
cussed often in the past months, a breeder 
from Idaho stated that we cannot put the 
cart before the horse. We cannot develop a 
market for milk that doesn’t exist. I agree 
to a point with this statement. A ready sup- 
ply of Guernseys to interested buyers would 
allow the breed to expand by leaps and 


bounds. This is especially true of the last 
eight months. However, the Golden Guern- 
sey Committee must also maintain its focus 
on developing better markets for Guernsey 
milk. Whether it is pursuing a market for 
Guernsey whey protein concentrate or mar- 
keting specialty Golden Guernsey products, 
increased incentives for Guernsey milk, 
above fat and protein premiums, will make 
it more financially attractive to flush Guern- 
sey cows and increase the population. 

The ground work is being laid for the 
growth of the breed and the time is right. It 
is up to every breeder with a desire to see 
the breed grow to work towards that goal. 

If Guernseys are to get a second look from 
outside the breed, it will take promotion and 
enthusiasm from each and every person in 
the breed. Scottie Payne of Oregon quoted 
his local co-op’s motto recently as “Every 
member a fieldman”. This fits the AGA like 
a glove. With the loss of full-time field men 
several years ago, many breeders have little 
or no contact with the AGA or encourage- 
ment to continue to register and participate. 
If every breeder took the time to contact or 
visit with area dairymen with grade Guern- 
seys or an interest in obtaining registered 
Guernseys, the results may surprise us. 
Think about what you can do to promote 
Guernseys in your area. 

I find myself leaving every national con- 
vention with a new-found enthusiasm and 
conviction that we can grow and expand and 


improve. This enthusiasm must be trans- 
ferred to your home operation and every- 
day activities as well. There are no more 
enthusiastic breeders in the country than 
those that revel in proving to their neigh- 
bors that their Guernseys can compete and 
excel alongside any other breed. I encour- 
age each and every one of you to strive to 
do the same. While your board of directors 
and staff are working to ensure that your 
breed association remains strong, everyone 
must work to make sure that the Guernsey 
cow prospers as well.
